Starting with a ratio of one to every 
80.000 inhabitants there were 65 repro- 
•en ta ti ves in the first congress. The 
eleventh census in 1890 gave a popu­ 
lation of 02,622,360 or an Increase of 13 - 
600.000 in IO years. The ratio was 173,- 
901 people to each representative and 
the house numbered 356 members. 
The ratio under the new oensus prob­ 
ably will reach 300,000. 
With an in­ 
crease of 13,335,464 shown by the pres­ 
ent census and letting majority frac­ 
tions of the apportionment count for an 
additional member as has been the cus­ 
tom, this would make sn increase of 18 
members in the next house. 
The apportionment on tins basis wonld 
cause only four states to lose representa­ 
tives. They are Maine, Virginia, Kan­ 
sas and Nebraska. These states would 
lose a member each. 
Any ratio smaller 
than 200,000 which would wive them 
their full representation would cause a 
considerable addition to tile membership 
of the house.
